Of Vegetables In Face ` 
of Low Prices 


ALL BORROWERS MUST 
HAVE HOME GARDENS 


Crop Mortgage Regulation As! 
In Other Years, With 
Warning To Buyers 


‘Tiere may be too much produc- 
tion of truck crops, but, never- 
theless, the Federal government 
is to make loans this year so more 
vegetables can be produced this 
fall. ‘The Agricultural Extension 
Service at Gainesville, connected 
with the College of Agriculture of 
the University of Florida, has re- 
ceived a supply of the official 
blanks for farmers to fill out who 
find it necessary to apply for crop 
production loans from the Federal 
government. Unless the allotment 
of money for the state is. exhaust~ 
ed this summer, some of the money | 
may be loaned in the Everglades 
next fall. 

Loans of government money to 
truck farmers in’north Florida, 
Georgia, the Carolinas and other 
southern states this summer will 
increase the production in those 
districts which compete with the 
south Florida fall crop. If govern-| 
ment money is loaned in the Ever- 
glades in the fall, it will have a 
tendency to increase luction 
here as well as elsewherd, and ifj 
big production makes prices, 
then prices probably #ill be low.) 

‘The regulatiqns for.the use of| 
the borrowed money are much the 
same as in other years, with one 
différence: Borrowers must agree 
to put out home gardens as welt 
as commercial crops, to force the 
borrower to raise something to 
feed himself and family on. 

The loans are secured by, a 
mortgage on the crops and buy- 
ers are responsible to the govern- 
| ment forrmoney paid for vege-| 
tabales sold by a borrower, and | 
there is a threat of criminal ac- 
[tion against the grower-borrower | 
who sells ‘mortgaged property. |

Committee From Belle Glade 
Attends Board Meeting 
At Lakeland 


BOARD MEMBERS HAD 
INSPECTED TERRITORY 


Work This Summer On Road 
To Fort Lauderdale; 
Bridges For No. 25 


Possession of first-hand infor- 
mation as to roid needs, gained by 
personal investigation of two 
board members, led the State 
Road Department at the meeting 
in Lakeland Wednesday to action 
under which the State of Florida 
and the Lake Okeechobee region 
will benefit. 

A resolution setting up a sum 
for the purchase of one-third of 
Conners highway in Palm Beach 
county was adopted. This was au- 
thorized by the last legislature 
and the road is now toll free and 
under state maintenance. Options 
were negotiated- to purchdse the 
remaining two-thirds in 1933 and 
1934 at a total cost of $440,900.

25; a part of it is constructed on 
the bank of North New River canal 
out of Fort Lauderdale and is to be 
continued - northward to the lake 
to join the roads on. thef eastern 
and western shores of the lake. . 

A resolution for construction of 
14 bridges in Hendry and Lee— 
counties between La Belle and Fort 
Myers at a cost of $15,000 was 
adopted. This supplements provie 
sion ‘heretofore made for state 
road ‘No. 25 which extends be-ween 
Palm Beach and Fort Myers, pass- 
ing through Belle Gisde, ‘South 
Bay, Lake Harb and Clewiston.

Knowing that the farm home- 
makers of Florida have canned an 
average of several hundred quart 
jars of fruits, vegetables, meats 
And fish, we have planned a num- 
ber of recipes tojisip mtilize some 
of these produgés. ;

Take fOur oulives fot “alt pork, 
2 cupfuls raw fish, 6 Small pota- 
toes, 2 onions, 1 pint milk, 3 cup- 
fuls bolling water, and 3 slices 
bread.

When ,ofisp, remove 
and add fish, potatoes and onions, 
all of which have been diced.

Add the milk, season to 
taste with salt and pepper and 
bring to boll again. Have crackers
